Despite his 78 years, Gandhi's in- 
fluence in his nation’s spiritual and, 
political life is as grent as ever. 

He found time to answer the fol- 
lowing questions, althaugh he was 
preoccupied with India's critleal in- 
ternal problems: 


Q. Do you think there Js any pos~ 
sibility of armed conflict between 
Russia and the United States? 

A. Anything js possible, but It 
is highly improbable. 


Q. Do you foresee the possibility of 
the world ‘being united under one 
central governing body composed of 
representatives of component parts? 

A. That, the is only condition os 
which the world can live. 


Q. Do you feel that India will 
ultimately be united under a-central 
government, regardless of what the 
immediate settlement may be? 


A. The duture will depend on 
what we do in the present. 


Q. What do ‘you feel ig the most 
acceptable solution to the Palestine 
problem? . 


A. Abandonment wholly by the 
Jews of terrorism and other forms 
of violence. - 


Q. Do you believe that Egypt aud 
the Sudan should unite under one 
government when the British leave? 


‘A, Ihave no doubt that they 
ought to. : 


Q. ‘As ao result of your cxperi- 
ment during the past five months, 
do you feel that the principle of 
non-violence can yct be triumphant 
in solving the world’s problems? 

‘A. My five months in Noalchali 
have only confirmed my previous 
experience that non-violence can 
solve all our ills.—United Press.
